from eight, till ren at night) where Chriff opher Atkinſon was 
Speaker, whoſe drift was, to deny all Minifteriall Teaching, ano 
Ordinances, together with all notional] knowledge. formerly 
eained by uſe of ſuch means, to become as though we had never 
learned any thing thereby ſavingly, and to lay a new groutd- 

worke, viz, to be taught of God within our ſelves, by waiting: 
npon an inward light, which (as they aflert) lyes low hidden 
under the earth, viz. the old man which is of the Earth, Earthy, 
Hereupon 1 reſolved to cloſe with them ; after which cime I was 
afraid to reade any good Books, or heare any Preaching Mini. 
Ner, or call to remembyance any thing which 1 had formerly, 
learned out of Gods Word, concerning God or Chriſt, or mine 
owne eſtate, or any other ſubjeR contained in Seripture ; for 1 
was perſwaded by their teaching» that whatſoever I had learned 
out of Gods Word by Hearing, Reading, Catechizing, &c. was 
but notionall, carnall ,and hanging upon the Tree of Knowledge; 
in which condition whilf I ahode, they aftirmed me to be nnder 
che Curſe, applying this expreſſion, though very impertinently, 
Crxrſed is every oxe that hangeth on the Tree, 

After this, going a ſecond time- ro one of their Meetings at 
Edmond Newby's, 1 had ſome conference by the way with ſome 
of themſelves which went with me ;} amongſt other Blaſphemies, 
one Robert (ol iſon atfirmed, That Chriſt was as man, had his fay» 
lings. for he diftruſted God (quoth he) npon the Crofle, when he 
eryed out, My God, my God: why haſt thou ſorſakes me ? To whom 
F anſwered.that then he ſuffered as an evill doer, and ſo could 
not purchaſe Redemption for us, After this, comming home, he 
who then was Speaker, nrged us to take up the Crofle dayly, and 
ro abide under it; ſaying, Carry the Croſſe all day, and it will keep 
thee at night ; that this would keep ns low and hamble, and kili 
and make alive ; further, he endeavoured to perſwade his Au- 
ditors, to hearken to a voyee within them ; teaching, that God: 
Voyce was a Gill Voyee; after which I reſolved in tsy thought:

After a while, going a third time to their Meeting, as I wenr, 
] was ſomewhat troubled in my thoughts at the remembrance of 
that hideous Blaſphemy, nttered by the patty before named ; 
wherenpon I ſpake publiquely to rhem at their Meeting concern- 
ing it, telling them, That I wonald not any further joyne with 
them, if they were all of that mind; to which ſore of chem(after 
much whiſpering) anſwered negatively, wiſhing me not to lec 
it trouble me; for he which ſpake ſo ro me, was not rightly eal- 
led : with which anſwer, I was at preſent ſatisfied, and did adhere 
ro my former reſolation. Not long after I went to another 
Meeting upon a- Lords day at Robers Colliſons houſe in Kendale, 
where the aforeſaid Arkjnſon was Speaker, who beginning about 
nine a clock in the forenoone, continued till three in che after= 
noone, in which time he ſpake much (according to his uſuall 
manner ) of the great experience which he had of God from the , 
light within him ; Which light I not finding ro be in my ſelfe, 
was very much troubled, apprehending my condition to he very 
bad, finding nothing but blindnefſe and har2neſfle ; yer I fill 
expeRted the appearance of thar light within me, and earneſtly 
ackred that I might fall into quaking and trembling apprebend- 
ing that 1 ſhould thereby atraine co the' immediate dilcoveries 
of God unto me, Upon my departure from thence, 1 peruſed 
a Pampl.let ſet forth by ſome of the ſame Fation being in York-

ately after, walking in my Bed Chamber, 1 b:gan (as 1 have 
formerly defxed) to tremble and quake ſo ext:exmely, that I 
eould not Rand npon my feet, but was confirained to fall down 
rpon my Bed, where 1 howled and eryed (as it is uſaall with 
them) in a terrivie and hideous manner, ts the £reat aftoniſhreor 
of my Family; Neverthelefle I my (elf was nor at all affe&ed with .

tinued about halfe. an hovre in that condition, I ceaſed from
